I, Joseph A. Camp, declare under penalty of perjury that: 

1 . ) I am the "Defendant" in the above captioned case. 

2. ) I have been in the Custody of The United States Marshal Services since December 23 rd 2009. 1 
have been at Corrections Corporation of America, Leavenworth Detention Center (hereinafter "CCA 
Leavenworth") since January 6 th 2010. 

3. ) The Disciplinary Reports (hereinafter "D.R." or "D.R's") herein refer to those written at CCA 
Leavenworth, unless otherwise stated. 

4. ) Pursuant to CCA Leavenworth " Disciplinary Policy and Procedures ": "If an inmate is found not 
guilty of an offense, major or minor, either after the hearing or the appeal, all reference to that offense 
shall be removed from [the inmate's] file." 

5. ) I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of all the D.R's that have been "dismissed" 
against me, unless otherwise stated. 

6. ) On 1 2/1 3/20 1 1 , 1 received a D.R. at CCA Leavenworth for "Unauthorized Sale. Transfer or 
Receipt of Property". This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my 
innocence of this D.R.. (D.R. Number: 201 1-701 -00309-D) 

7. ) On 12/15/201 1 , 1 received a D.R. for "Hindering an Employee in the Performance of his 
Duties". This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this 
D.R.. (D.R. Number: 201 1-701 -003 14-D) 

8. ) On 01/24/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or Orders" . 
At the Disciplinary Hearing, I was initially found "guilty" -in part and "not guilty" -in part, to this D.R. 
and received one (1) week of "disciplinary status to include one week loss of commissary". Upon 
review by the Disciplinary Hearing Officer (hereinafter "D.H.O") this D.R. was "DISMISSED" in its 
entirety. The sanctions however were already served -unfortunately. I contest the allegations and 
maintain my innocence of this D.R.. (D.R. Number: 20 1 2-70 1 -00049-D) 
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9. ) On 02/1 3/20 1 2, 1 received a D.R. for "Destruction. Alteration, or Damage to Property ". At the 
Disciplinary Hearing, I initially plead "guilty" to this D.R. and received only "Verbal Warning & $1.00 
restitution". Upon review by the D.H.O. this D.R. was "DISMISSED" in its entirety. The $1.00 
restitution was returned, the "Verbal Warning" has not yet been rescinded -unfortunately. I contest the 
allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. (D.R. Number: 201 2-70 1-00088-D) 

1 0. ) On 03/22/20 1 2, 1 received a D.R. for "Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or Orders" . 
This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. (D.R. 
Number: 20 12-701 -00 187-D) 

11. ) On 03/27/20 12,1 received a D.R. for " Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or Orders ". 
This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. (D.R. 
Number: 20 1 2-70 1 -002 1 3-D) 

1 2. ) On 03/3 1/20 1 2, 1 received a D.R. for "Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or Orders ". 
This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R. (D.R. 
Number: 20 12-701 -0023 0-D) 

13. ) On 04/05/20 1 2, 1 received a D.R. for " Use of Vulgar. Abusive or Obscene Language" . This D.R. 
was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. (D.R. Number 
20 12-701 -0023 1-D) 

1 4. ) On 04/05/20 1 2, 1 received a D.R. for " Hindering an Employee in the Performance of his 
Duties". This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this 
D.R.. (D.R. Number: 2012-701-00232-D) 

15. ) On 04/08/20 1 2, 1 received a D.R. for "Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or Orders" . 
This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. (D.R. 
Number: 2012-701-00262-D) 

16. ) On 04/08/20 1 2, 1 received a second D.R. for "Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or 
Orders". This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this 
D.R. (D.R. Number: 201 2-701 -00263 -D) 

1 7. ) On 04/09/20 1 2, 1 received a D.R. for "Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or Orders ". 
This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. (D.R 
Number: 20 1 2-70 1 -00264-D) 

18. ) On 04/ 1 0/20 12,1 received a D.R. for " Hindering an Employee in the Performance of his 
Duties". This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this 
D.R.. (D.R. Number: 201 2-70 1-00265-D) 

19. ) On 04/10/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or Orders ". 
This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D R (D R 
Number: 201 2-70 1-00266-D) 

20. ) On 04/1 0/20 1 2, 1 received a second D .R. for " Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or 
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Orders ". This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this 
D,R.. (RR. Number: 201 2-70 1-00267-D) 



21. ) On 04/13/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Hindering an Employee in the Performance of his 
Duties ". This D.R. was "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this 
D,R„ (D.R. Number: 20 12-701 -0026 1-D) 

22. ) On 04/30/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Threatening Another with Harm ". At the Disciplinary 
Hearing I plead "GUILTY" -in part, was found "GUILTY" -in part, and was found "NOT GUILTY" 
-in part, to this D.R* and received only nineteen (19) days of "commissary restriction*' I could not 
purchase commissary for 2 buy cycles -a buy cycle is one (1) week. I contest the allegations and 
maintain my innocence of the "guilty" verdict in this D.R.. I have attempted to appeal this verdict to no 
avail -all administrative appeals have been exhausted with respect to this D.R.. (D.R. Number: 2012- 
701-00338-D) 

23 . ) On 05/02/20 12,1 received a D.R. for " Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or Orders ". 
This D + R* was found "NOT GUILTY". I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this 
D.R.. (D.R. Number: 2012-701-00343-D) 

24. ) On 05/1 1/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Destruction, Alteration or Damage to Property ". At the 
Disciplinary Hearing, I plead "guilty" -in part, and was found "not guilty" -in part. Upon review by the 
D.H.O. this D.R. was found "NOT GUILTY" in its entirety. The $0.84 restitution was returned. I 
contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. (D.R. Number: 201 2-70 1-00357-D) 

25. ) The following D.R.'s were not entered into the CCA Leavenworth computer system for reasons 
unknown to myself, or they were expunged after they were ultimately "dismissed" and/or found "not 
guilty" on administrative appeal , or otherwise overruled prior to the hearing or upon an administrative 
appeal decision 1 . 

a. ) On 04/05/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Hindering an Employee in the Performance 

of his Duties ". This D.R. is not entered into the computer for reasons unknown to myself. Too 
much time has passed and therefore this D.R. can now be considered "DISMISSED 11 . 1 contest 
the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. 

b. ) On 04/05/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Destruction, Alteration or Damage toPropertv ". At 
the Disciplinary Hearing I was found "guilty" of this D.R. and was given a $125.00 
restitution. I appealed this D.R. and it was subsequently "DISMISSED". The $125.00 
restitution was returned. I contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. 

c. ) On 04/30/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Destruction, Alteration or Damage to Property ". 
This D.R. is not entered into the computer for reasons unknown to myself. Too much time has 
passed and therefore this D.R. can now be considered "DISMISSED". I contest the allegations 
and maintain my innocence of this D.R,. 

d. ) On 05/03/2012, 1 received a D.R. for " Failure to Follow Verbal or Posted Rules and/or 
Orders ". This D.R. is not entered into the computer for reasons unknown to myself. Too much 
time has passed and therefore this D.R. can now be considered "DISMISSED". I contest 
the allegations and maintain my innocence of this D.R.. 



1 D.R. Numbers for these D.R's are riot available, however copies of the initial D.R/s are. 
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26. ) I contest the allegations and maintain that I am innocent of any D.R. f s not herein declared, or 
otherwise known to me at this time. 

27. ) My institutional record consist of only one (1) "guilty" D.R. and its sanction 2 . All other D.R.'s 
have been expunged from my record 3 . 

28. ) Upon belief I submit that the employees of CCA Leavenworth were writing D.R.'s against me 
out of retaliation for a Bivens Action 4 1 filed against employees of this institution. My basis for 
believing this is that prior to filing my Bivens Action I had no D.R.'s written on me at CCA 
Leavenworth, the minor nature of the disciplinary history in comparison to the number of attempts to 
sanction me -that is, of twenty-three (23) known D.R/s with only one (1) of them found to be "guilty" 
the remainder having "dismissed" or otherwise found "not guilty" and ultimately expunged from my 
institutional record; having since been confined to administrative segregation involuntarily; having 
since had my security classification increased from a "low"to a "high" based on the non-existent 
"[n]umerous [disciplinary [r]eports" 5 (italics added); all since the Bivens Action was filed. 

29. ) With respect to all allegations of retaliation alleged herein and all other conditions of 
confinement; I have filed, and exhausted all available administrative remedies in an attempt to obtain 
redress of these issues, pursuant to CCA Grievance Policy 6 . 

30) With respect to "[management [a]lerts", prior to this treatment my only "[management [a]leif 
was "Special Skills" 7 . 

3 1 . ) With respect to the increased security classification, I have filed, and exhausted all available 
administrative remedies for these issues, pursuant to CCA Classification Policy. 8 

32. ) While at Monroe County Jail, in Rochester, New York, I received zero (0) D.R.'s. I was at 
Monroe County Jail between December 23 rd 2009 and "August" 20 10 9 .

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33. ) While at Steuben County Jail in Bath, New York, I received approximately three (3) or four (4) 
D.R.'s. These reports were, upon a reading, silly (for example: too many books; 7 minutes too late to 
wake up, and make bed; giving food away,..). Additionally some of the staff who wrote them were 
investigated for, or arrested for, assaulting inmates at that jail in October 2010. 1 was at Steuben County 
Jail between "August" 2010 and December 15 th 2010 + 

a.) In any event, these D.R.'s would not be able to be used against me in the Western 
District of Missouri due to the Double Jeopardy clause of the United States Constitution and the 
Doctrines of res judicata, and collateral estoppal as these D.R.'s would have to be used against 
me -if warranted- in the Western District of New York since I was in the sole custody of the 
United States Marshal Services for the Western District of New York at the time. In any event, I 
contest the allegations and maintain my innocence of all of those D.R.'s. Not to mention they 
are extremely petty in nature. 

34. ) While at Corrections Corporation of America, Northeast Ohio Correctional Center, in 
Youngstown, Ohio, I received zero (0) D.R.'s.. I was at Corrections Corporation of America, Northeast 
Ohio Correctional Center between December 15 th 2010 and January 2 nd (or 3 rd ) 2011. 

35. ) While at the Bureau of Prisons, Federal Transit Center, Oklahoma City, in Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, I received zero (0) D.R.'s.. I was at the Federal Transit Center between January 2 nd (or 3 rd ) 
2011 and January 6 th 2011. 

36. ) It was brought to my attention that the Assistant United States Attorney was offering me a "gift" 
when he offered not to ask for any Sentencing Guideline enhancements based on my "pretrial 
institutional behavior" as a part of a plea offer. Since I do not believe my "pretrial institutional 
behavior" rises to a level that would warrant any sentencing guideline enhancements at sentencing if 
-God forbids- justice is aborted and I am convicted of this indictment, I have decided to explain the 
exact nature of the disciplinary history against me in this AFFIDAVIT (THIS IS NOT A MOTION or A 
EO.IA. REQUEST). 

THEREFORE, I respectfully submit that with all due respect to the Assistant United States 
Attorney's offer of the above-mentioned "gift", I have to politely decline and offer one back: If the 
United States Attorney's Office dismisses this indictment against me, as I have not committed any ff 
crimes -as such I am l An American Hostage 1 - 1 will begrudgingly agree not to file suit against the 
United States Attorney's Office when I file against the lot of individuals, organizations, agencies,
